North 
Dakota la lowaat at 6% and Louisiana, 
ovarall, la highaat at 43%. 

In urban aroas tha dropout rata la 
highasi — 21% — with rural araaa at 14% 
and suburban at 13%. 

Tha rata aaama to ba highaat among 
Amarican Indians (29.2 • 86%). Among 
Aslans It’s tha lowaat at 3.1%. 

Why do studanta chooaa to laava 
school balora lhay graduate?

A high school dropout with 11 years 
of school In 1983 earned a median ol 
$13,61S par year, $2000 - $3000 lass than a 
high school graduate. For that same year 
tha median poverty level Income was 
$9257. 

A large parcantaga of dropouts and 
up either In state )uvenlle Institutions or 
reform schools, according to authorltlea. 
Over 83,700 youth between the ages ol 13 
and 19 are In correctional Institutions. 
More than 48,000 are between the ages of 
15 and 19. Costs to states to house theae 
youth In state Inatitutions can be as high 
as $100 per day. 

One out ol every 10 achool-aged 
females is a mother. Seventeen percent 
have two children. About 45% ol females 
aged 18-19 drop out of school because ol 
pregnancy. Last year teenage pregnancies 
cost state and federal governments at 
least $18.85 billion in welfare. Seventy- 
eight percent of families with a female 
head under age 25 have Incomes below 
the poverty levels. 

These are astonishing but true fig¬ 
ures. 

State Superintendent of Public In¬ 
struction Bill Honig, who serves on tho 
Carnegie Task Force on Teaching As a 
Profession, will be among those releasing 
a major national report at a meeting of 
the group mid-May. We look forward to the 
results of that meeting. 

Surely In the week of appreciating 
teachers, wo should also thank them for 
keeping youth in school at least through 
the high school years.

— May 10, 1951: S. M. Rose Float 1951 
was second prize in its class behind Temple 
City . . . Nathan W. Tarr completed his 50th 
year in the Maso'’.ry . . . Garlands Drygoods 
store added a 5th store to their chain. It is 
located in Compton . . . Dottie Underwood, 
News advertising manager, came down with a 
mild case of chickenpox Tuesday, the third day 
of it, when she had called on 25 business 
people regarding ads for Pioneer Days. She 
hoped no else caught the “bug.” 

— May 11, 1961: Sierra Madre Parks and 
I Recreation Dept, voted that the city acquire 
3.2 acres of land in Bailey Canyon for a natural 
wildlife and recreation center from Paul Carter, 
owner of 17 acres, who asked $35,0(X) . . . 
Fire Marshal Bert Embree is in charge of sale 
of tickets for the Rose Bowl Boy Scout Circus 
June 2 when 154 Cub Scouts, Boy Scouts, 
Troops and Explorer Posts in Sierra Madre, 
Pasadena, La Canada, Altadena and San Ma¬ 
rino will take part . . . Jerry Eugene Still 
and his brother Daniel Walter, ran away from 
home Apr. 8. They slept the night under a 
bulldozer parked on W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
near Michillinda and later returned home with 
the police’s help. 

— May 6, 1976: The new fire and police 
facility is now ready for dedication which will 
be held May 8. All citizens are invited to at¬ 
tend and view the facility costing $600,0(X). . . 
The Big Red Car is returning for a full day of 
enjoyment July 4 through the sponsorship of 
the fire department. The car holds 80 passen¬ 
gers and will carry the firemen’s families in 
the parade.

Whether Henry fenced 
with his wayward sons 
and subtly scheming wife 
in words as witty, point¬ 
ed and incensive as Gold¬ 
man’s, we’ll never know, 
but their elaborate plot¬ 
ting and maneuvering 
has the air of a chess 
game, used, among other 
things, to while away the 
winter months in a time 
without much other en¬ 
tertainment.
